CONVALESCE 

Report  of  Services  Rendered 
in  the  Town  ot  Errol 

CONVALESCE  is  one  of  the  forty  New  Hampshire  community 
health  agencies  whose  purpose  it  is  to  provide  health  services  to 
people  in  their  homes,  and  to  help  both  sick  and  well  people  to 
attain  and  maintain  health. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  a  locally  controlled  health  agency  is 
that  its  services  can  be  developed  in  response  to  local  needs.  Our 
Board  of  Trustees  is  made  up  of  your  friends  and  neighbors,  and 
they  are  willing  to  listen  to  and  act  upon  your  suggestions  and 
comments. 

Last  year  our  home  visiting  program  served  about  25  new 
patients  monthly.  A  total  of  24  home  visits,  providing  nursing, 
physical  therapy,  personal  care,  homemaking,  and  health  and 
welfare  information,  were  done  in  the  town  of  Errol. 

Community-wide  services  included  expectant  parent's  classes 
which  touched  the  lives  of  about  forty  families.  These  sessions 
are  held  in  the  fall  and  in  the  spring,  and  are  open  to  anyone  who 
is  interested. 

This  spring,  immunization  clinics  will  be  held  for  all  pre-school 
children  from  the  age  of  two  months  up.  We  hope  to  eventually 
hold  these  clinics  on  a  monthly  basis,  and  to  expand  the  services 
offered  within  this  program  to  include  various  health  screening 
tests  and  informational  services. 

Family  planning  services  are  also  being  planned  for,  to  be 
available  in  the  spring. 

Community  services  are  generally  free.  Home  visiting  services 
are  often  covered  by  Medicare,  Medicaid,  or  special  state  and 
federal  grants,  and  sometimes  by  private  insurance.  Those  not 
covered  by  these  are  charged  on  a  sliding  fee  basis  geared  to  the 
financial  capabilities  of  each  patient.  These  free  or  partial  fee 
services  result  in  our  dependence  on  the  towns  we  serve  for 
financial  aid.  Contributions  this  year  are  especially  important,  as 
they  will  help  us  obtain  matching  funds  to  continue  and  expand 
homemaker/home  health  aide  services,  as  well  as  our  maternal  and 
child  health  services  (immunizations  program,  expectant  parent's 
classes  and  family  planning).

*The  starred  items  are  required  by  law  to  be  raised  as  deter- 
mined by  the  proper  authorities.  The  District  determines  the 
salaries  of  the  District  Officers.  The  Supervisory  Union  Board 
decides  the  local  share  of  the  Superintendent's  salary  and  other 
Union  expenses.  The  share  paid  by  the  several  Districts  toward 
the  Superintendent's  salary  for  1974-75  is  as  follows:  Dummer, 
$247.90;  Errol,  $1 ,061 .90;  Gorham,  $14,282.00;  Milan,  $1 ,396.75; 
Randolph,  $873.20;  Shelburne,  $683.25;  State  Share,  $2,500.00. 
The  Teacher's  retirement  and  the  State  Employee's  Retirement 
Assoc,  assesses  the  amount  for  the  Superintendent's  Retirement 
and  other  District  employees  that  belong  to  the  system.  In  those 
towns  that  are  under  Social  Security,  the  amount  to  be  paid  by 
the  District  is  established  by  law.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  1974-75 

The  only  new  member  of  the  Errol  Faculty  is  Jeff  Heatley,  who 
took  Mrs.  DiPasquale's  place  as  English  and  Social  Studies  teacher 
for  the  upper  grades. 

The  school  received  Federal  Funding  for  a  career  awareness 
program  this  year.  The  program,  under  the  direction  of  Conrad 
Graham,  is  not  fully  operative  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  but 
eventually  should  include  field  trips  and  outside  speakers. 

Mrs.  Hawkin's  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  graders  have  been 
watching  BREAD  AND  BUTTERFLIES,  a  TV  series  which 
shows  children  the  many  types  of  careers  open  to  them.  Mrs. 
Hawkins  feels  that  the  series  is  good  for  her  students  because,  as 
they  are  led  to  think  realistically  about  their  futures,  they  gain  a 
greater  understanding  of  the  value  of  the  basic  academic  skills 
and  methods  of  working  alone  and  with  others  that  we  are  trying 
to  teach  them. 

The  main  change  in  my  room  is  a  new  method  of  teaching 
math,  in  which  students  take  a  series  of  tests  at  their  own  pace. 
Capable,  highly-motivated  students  have  a  chance  to  move  far- 
ther ahead  than  they  would  under  the  traditional  system,  and 
weaker  students  have  the  time  to  concentrate  on  correcting  their 
weakness,  rather  than  move  on  to  new  material  at  a  pace  too  fast 
for  them. 

Mr.  Napolitano  is  having  a  productive  year  with  our  physical 
education  program.  The  children  seem  to  be  more  capable  and 
confident  athletes  than  they  were  before  he  started  teaching  here. 
They  are  also  cooperating  better  in  team  sports. 

Mrs.  Bean  has  added  a  folk-dancing  class  to  our  music  program. 
She  also  has  adjusted  her  schedule  to  provide  more  time  for  the 
more  inexperienced  band  members. 

Mr.  Canby  is  doing  some  long-range  planning  for  our  library, 
and  is  advising  us  on  our  book  purchases.  Mrs.  Ham  has  vol- 
unteered many  hours  to  help  Mr.  Canby  get  our  library  fully 
catalogued.  When  this  is  accomplished,  the  library  will  be  more 
useful  to  the  students  and  teachers,  and  students  will  be  able  to 
gain  experience  that  will  be  helpful  to  them  when  they  attend 
larger  schools  with  larger  libraries.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Errol: 

The  purpose  of  my  report  each  year  is  to  keep  you  informed  of 
events  of  the  past  year  and  to  alert  you  to  coming  changes  which 
could  affect  your  children  attending  the  Errol  Consolidated 
School.  Should  my  report  not  provide  the  type  of  information 
you  desire  I  shall  be  more  than  willing  to  add  whatever  you 
wish  to  make  it  complete. 

School  Warrant 

The  school  warrant  contains  little  which  needs  further 
explanation.  Most  of  the  articles  are  similar  as  last  year's  except 
one;  an  article  to  raise  a  deficit  appropriation  of  $1,300.00. 
This  request  needs  to  be  approved  to  operate  the  school  lunch 
program  through  June  of  this  year  as  required  by  law  and  to 
continue  the  employment  of  a  teacher  aide  to  assist  in  the  care  of 
two  children  needing  constant  attention.  In  both  cases  these 
funds  are  needed.  Should  there  be  some  doubt  your  questions 
are  welcome. 

School  Budget 

The  school  budget  for  the  coming  school  year  shows  an  increase 
of  $13,646.16  over  the  current  year  plus  a  deficit  of  $1,300.00  to 
meet  the  expenses  through  June,  1975.  Most  of  the  increase  of 
$13,646.16  can  be  found  in  three  places;  one,  under  teacher 
salaries  in  the  amount  of  $3,382.40;  two,  under  tuition  in  the 
amount  of  $3,172.20,  and  three,  under  lunch  program  in  the 
amount  of  $900.00.  Other  smaller  amounts  may  be  found 
throughout  the  budget  under  accounts  230,  410,  535,  576,  640 
&  1267.  In  these  areas  there  are  some  fairly  larger  amounts  but 
all  of  them  are  less  than  the  three  mentioned  previously. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  factor  in  the  budget  this  year  is  the 
reduction  of  $1,613.67  in  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  local 
taxation.  This  was  brought  about  by  a  larger  number  of  tuition 
students  from  Upton  and  a  large  June  30  surplus.  All  in  all  the 
tax  rate  in  Errol  for  school  purposes  should  drop  69  cents  per 
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$1,000   of  assessed   evaluation,   as   compared  to  taxes  paid  in 
December,  1974. 

Staff  Changes 

Mr.  Jeffrey  Heatley  is  new  to  the  staff  this  year.  Mr.  Heatley 
formerly  taught  in  Franklin,  N.H.  Formerly  of  Long  Island,  N.Y., 
he  now  resides  in  Colebrook  with  his  wife.  Mr.  Heatley  replaces 
Mrs.  Pamela  DiPasquale  who  taught  in  Errol  for  IVi  years  before 
moving  to  the  southern  part  of  the  state. 

Career  Awareness  Program 

Errol  was  awarded  a  federal  grant  of  $900  this  year  to  expose 
children  to  careers  for  their  lifelong  work.  Films  and  materials 
will  be  made  available  and  field  trips  will  be  taken  to  show  the 
students  how  people  make  a  living  and  if  they  are  interested  to 
provide  them  with  information  on  how  they  may  prepare  -for 
their  own  careers. 

Another  program  somewhat  similar  to  the  Career  Awareness 
Program  is  the  new  T.V.  Career  Program  which  is  shown  over  the 
educational  T.V.  channel  once  a  week.  Again  the  purpose  of  the 
program  is  to  expose  children  to  careers  in  which  they  might  be 
interested  as  well  as  to  show  them  all  the  types  of  work  available 
to  people  in  our  area  and  in  New  Hampshire. 

Both  programs  which  have  cost  the  town  no  money  as  such 
hold  a  promise  of  playing  an  important  part  in  the  education  of 
our  children. 

Tuition  Students 

As  you  will  notice  the  tuition  budget  is  up  over  $3,000.00  for 
the  coming  year.  This  has  increased  for  two  reasons.  One,  the 
number  of  tuition  students  has  increased,  and  two,  we  are  now 
required  to  pay  the  cost  of  educating  a  child  wherever  he  attends. 
Previously  the  town  had  limited  tuition  payments  ot  State  average 
per  pupil  cost.  Now  that  we  must  pay  the  going  rate  our  costs 
have  increased. 
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Enrollment 

During  the  1973-74  school  year  our  enrollment  dropped  to  the 
mid  forties.  This  fall,  however,  we  climbed  in  excess  of  60  due  to 
an  extremely  large  number  of  Upton  students  who  entered  in 
September.  Thougli  we  expected  some  students  more  than 
1973-74  we  did  not  expect  the  numbers  which  arrived. 

Budget  Surplus 

Each  year  people  ask  how  the  budget  can  be  so  tight  or  like 
this  year  in  the  red  and  at  the  same  time  have  so  much  money 
left  in  June.  This  year  for  instance  your  school  board  is  asking  for 
$1,300.00  more  than  you  authorized  it  to  spend  last  March.  As 
pointed  out  in  another  part  of  my  report  this  was  caused  by 
inflation  in  our  lunch  program  and  the  salary  of  our  teacher  aide. 
On  the  other  hand  the  reason  for  the  surplus  is  because  we 
received  many  more  students  than  we  expected  last  March  and 
again  last  July  when  we  updated  our  figures.  The  money  we 
collect  over  and  above  what  we  expected  when  we  submitted  our 
report  to  the  State  Tax  Commission  can  not  be  spent  but  rather 
must  be  returned  to  the  tax  payer  to  reduce  next  years  taxes. 
Your  school  board  can  only  spend  what  you  authorize  it  to 
spend  and  nothing  more.  Therefore,  when  a  school  board 
returns  large  sums  of  money  at  the  end  of  the  year  most  often  it 
represents  unexpected  money  no  one  knew  anything  about  when 
the  budget  was  put  together  a  year  and  a  half  earlier. 

Summary 

The  operation  of  a  school  needs  the  attention  of  many  people 
if  it  is  to  do  its  job.  Parents  must  be  interested  in  what  is  being 
taught  their  children.  Tax  payers  must  provide  what  is  necessary 
to  operate  a  school  and  pay  teachers.  Teachers  must  be  dedicated 
and  interested  in  your  children.  A  school  needs  everyone  work- 
ing together  if  it  is  to  succeed  and  teach  your  children.  To  all  of 
you  who  are  part  of  this  effort  I  thank  you.  Without  you  we  could 
not  have  provided  a  good  education  for  your  children.

For  the  school  year  1973-74 

During  this  year  the  lunch  program  operated  136  days  serving 
lunches  to  3674  children  and  146  adults  for  an  average  daily 
participation  of  about  27. 

Cost  of  this  program  was  $3,420  of  which  the  school  district 
appropriated  $1,200,  federal/state  reimbursement  amounted  to 
$800  leaving  the  participants  to  pay  the  balance  of  $1,420.
